I know there are diffe- 
rences and degrees of errors 
in marrers of Religion. Some 
dofſtrike moredirealy to the 
heart of piety, and weaken 
the very maine foundation of 
faith. Some are nor altogether 
of ſo digerous a nature; being 
in points of lefle-importance. 
The former are as morrall dif-
